The chase was a close and exciting 
one, and at times the Filipino chieftain 
was dangerously near capture. Agnin- 
aldo and Tinla, after being pursued 
relentlessly as far as Caagon, sepa- 
rated, the former making for Lepanto 
by the mountaiu trail and the latter 
going north to defend the pau in the 
Tangadan mountains. 

Major March was thereupon dis- 
patched with hl3 battalion of the Thir- 
ty-third infantry volunteers to con- 
tinue tbe chase after Aguinaldo, while 
Oea^ral Toung proceeded to attack the 
Tciiadaa pass, which Tiaio boasted 
wonld never be taken by American 
troeps. After a spirited engagement 
Tlnlo's prediction was eet at aaoi^t 
on Deo.

"On lie& ll a signal from the ad- 
vance guard warned them that they 
were in the presence of a possible ene- 
my. A recoanolsance developed a 
party ot insulcttnts, and in the rash 
live of tbei( n^bet were killed and 
10 taken prisoners. With this detach- 
ment w«re ~McDo~naid, Fitzgerald and 
Farley, American prisoners, who were 
recantqrML- -lileutenant Qilmore had 
a/^aeirVith' the rest of the pris- 
oners early that moming, bat when 
overtaken the following day, Dec. 17, 
had been abandoned by hia guard, who 
had learned of the proximity of the 
pitnraiBf force*. - 

"On Dec. 17 General Concepsion and 
staff, consisting of five officers and six 
toHfted'aieh, were captured by Major 
March. On Jan. 1 Aguinaldo** wife 
and sister, two sisters ot Colonel 
Leyba, wife of Colonel Sitayor, the 
wife of Lieutenant Cristobal, Colonel 
Sitayor, Lieutenant Colonel Paea, three 
officers of lesser rank and 10 or 12 serv- 
ants, all belonging (o the retinue of 
Aguinaldo, were sent in by March." 

Then .was tbe first olBclat mention of 
the exploit of Second Lieutenant Mon- 
roe of the ^'ourth cavalry, who, while 
in command of a small detachment, 
telegn^bed into Bayombong that be 
was approaching the town in large 
forces, and demanded tiie surrender of 
the place. The ruse was successful, 
and the vastly superior forces of the 
enemy laid down their arms. 

"Lieutenant QtmUxw, with his de 
tachment of Lowe's scouts, matched on 
Bayombong. where he found Second 
Lieutenant Monroe of the Fourth cav- 
alry, in command of a small detach- 
ment, negotlatini for the aorrepder of 
the pUifee.^ tleuteaifait ^OtttadT gindri^ 
ously deferred to Lieutenant Monroe, 
and allowed him to receive the sur- 
render of General Canan, his aides and 
the forces garrisoning tbe town. In 
this connection it may be stated that 
the march of Lieutenant Castner's de- 
tachoten^ epvered a period from Nov. 
10 ta ])e4.>t^ ia one of the most re- 
markaWe on recoinl, and it is probably 
the longest continuous march made 
during the ihsurrectlon. 

"Captain McCalla of the United 
Stotes nary recelTed the surrsiktar'OT 
General Tirona and the insurgent 
forces in the province of Cayagan at 
Aparri. 

"On Jan. 6 Lieutenant GHlmore and 
the rtfcAtittffed AtttirtCanlMlBOBers ar 
rived at Vigan. At 8an Tsidro the first 
Spanish prisoners Joined the column, 
and from then on at almost every town 
through which tiie trooM pasiAd. Tb^ 
advance was so rapid that it was not 
possible to make lists at all places, but 
It is 6elteVed that the total number u£ 
Spanish prisoners released by the com- 
mand waa 4,000."

The large steel companies 
have diagnosed the situation as one 
not to be helped by reducing prices 
No ehange has been made in the |86 
agreement as to billets, but no iteel is 
sold at that price."

Fredericksburg, Va., May 26.— Fair 
weather favored the presidential party 
In their visit to the memorial services 
of the Army of Potomac here. It was 
HitUictly Confederate weather, how- 
ever, with more gray than blue In the 
sky. The .jpecial train from Washing- 
ton arrived at 11: 10 anil the whole pop 
ulatlon of the staid old Virginia town 
grouped about the depot or massed 
along the main street, with the na> 
tlonal colors in evidence everywhere, 
The special train carried all the mem- 
bers of the cabinet except Secretary 
Wilson. There were also in the party 
Qeneral Nelson A. Miles, his chief aide. 
Colonel Mfchle; General Joseph 
Wheeler, former Adjutant General 
Ruggles, who was colonel of tbe presi 
dent's old regiment ddring the war, 
and the Marine band. The train was 
met at Qnantico by a reception com 
mittee from Frederlekaburg, consist 
ing of Hon. Horace P. Crisman, Major. 
T. P. Morris- and Postmaster John M.' 
Orlffln, who accompanied the presiden- 
tial party to Fredericksburg, where 
they were turned over to the hospital- 
ities of the local committee. 

Wh.te's Name Considered. 
Washington, May 25.— Andrew D. 
White of New York. United States am- 
bassador to Germany, is being seri- 
ously consldererl by Republican leaders 
a.s a vice pre.sidential possibility. His 
name will be further discussed at a 
meetinff of members ot the national 
committee in Philadelphia on Saturday 
next. Senator Hanna will probably 
serve another term as chairman ot tbe 
Republican national committee. Henry 
C. Payne of Wisconsin is the only other 
man. whose name Is now mentioned. 
If Mr. Hanna continues as chairman, 
Representative Dick of Ohio will con- 
tinue as secretary, and It Is probable 
be will relieve the chairman of much 
of the work of - the campaign. 

IMeaded Fveai l>emaBds> 

Philadelphia, May 26.— The Ingrain 
Carpet Loom Fixers' and Weavers' 
anion has deckled not to Insist upon 
the demand recently made on the man- 
ufacturers for an increase of 7 per cent 
in wages, to go into effect June 1. By 
this decision a strike of about 8,000 
men is averted. After the new scale 
had been presented-conimlttees repre- 
senting the union and employers held 
frequent conferences. The employers, 
however, recognized the right of the 
men to form unions. In consequence 
of these conferences the committee 
representing the "l«ipio]res adrised 
against pressing the demand and their 
report was favorably recelTed. 

About Iron Workem. 
Indianapolis, May 25. — Leaders of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron; 
Steel and Tin Workers say they are 
determined to organize several large 
mills when tbe new scale is signed by 
tbe manufacturers. They say it is now 
time to force several mills, including 
Hie ^BiraddDck «hd"Bom<Mtead plants 
of the Carnegie company, Into line.

Bloody Deeds of Boxers. 
London, May 25. — A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says advices from Szu 
cih«an» pnrrtnee of Peb, r«pori that 
''boxers'' haye destroyed two Tillages 
and massacred many converts of the 
French missionary stations. The gen- 
eral commanding at Shi Nan Pa, it is 
added, sent a regiment to the scene of 
the disturbances. The soldiers were 
ambushed by the malcontents and lost 
26 men killed.

Columbus, O., May S5.— Richard 

Gardner, n3gro, accused assailant and 
slayer of little Ethel Long, near Aus- 
tin, RoRS county, who was removed 
from Chlilicothe- to AChens for fear of 
mob Tiolenoe,: was ^a0sd<la the Frank-t 
lin county Jail at tha> Capital City. to. 
escape a mob at Athens. 

As the Toledo and Ohio Central train 
drew up at tbe station a tall negro, 
black as ebony, with a Mrit Of elothes' 
that were rent and torn, hobbled from 
the smoker, quickly followed by Mar- 
shal Peter FInsterwald of Athens In 
full uniform, and Sheriff C. H. Porter 
ot Athens county. The latter wore a 
borrowed straw hat and was traveling 
as much as pDisible Incognito. 

The negro was shufBed quickly to 
the baggage room, while a policeman 
slipped to a telephone and ordered a 
patrol wagon to take the prisoner to 
the county jail. 

In the meanwhile Sheriff Swepson of 
CbiUicotbe and Deputy Sheriff McDon- 
ald of Columbus had appeared, and 
ordered a yellow-wheeled hack, into 
which tbe whole bunch was bundled 
and bustled by hack itreats to the 
county Jail. 

This moTe was made none to soon, 
as a big crowd had begun to collect, 
and there were muttered threats of 
"Lynch the brute," "Some 000 get a 
rope." and the like. 

It was said at the train that Judge 
J. C. Douglass of Chlilicothe would be 
back, and that he would immediately 
summon a special grand Jury, and that 
Prosecuting Attorney H. C. Glaypool 
would ta)Fe the matter up at once. 

Tbe idea is to secure an Indictment 
at once and then to look for a change 
of venue, possibly to secure a change 
of Tenue to fVanklin county, as it is 
extremely dangerous to hoTO tho man 
tried at Chiiiicotho, or any of the ad- 
joining counties. 

It was learned from Sheriff Porter 
that Gardner was hidden in tbe dome 
of the eoorthonse at Athena, and tho 
mob suppoaod ho was In tho jail at 
Athens. 

As a ruse a "phony" negro was taken 
away in a buggy. Later, when all was 
quiet, the Gardner and the sheriff 

took a rig and drove 15 miles across 
the country to Trimble, where tbe 
train for Columbus was taken. Gard- 
ner denies he assaulted the girl. 

Gardner's i'a«8 Book Found. 
Chlilicothe, O., May 25.— The coro- 
ner held his inquest in the ease of 
Bltbel Long, the victim of Richard 
Gardner. The mother of the murdered 
child was examined at tbe home of 
tbe Longs. The rest of the inquest 
was held at the Austin town ball. No 
new developments resulted further 
than the finding of a pass book with 
Gardner's name in it, by a section fore- 
man of tbe Cincinnati, Hamilton i.ad 
Dayton, about onerquarter ot a mile 
eaat of the spring where tho crime was 
eommitted^ ^ 

The Cotton Market. 

New York, May 25.— The cotton mar- 
ket opened irregular with the present 
crop months up 7 to 20 points, and 
the now crop options S to S points 
higher. Speculation on tbe call was 
tremendous and general, with the 
south still conspicuous as a seller, Liv- 
erpool as a buyer and the local trade 
as aa operator on bOth sideft A de« 
cldedly better set of earty English ca- 
bles than looked for were responsible 
for tbe marked advance in the near 
positions.

Nine of the workmen jumped 
from the cars as they sped along and 
were Mrioaaly injured. Three men 
stuck to tbe cars until thoy jumped 
the track at the bottom of the hill and 
were killed In the wreck. 

Tbe dead are: Jack MoMahon, 
Michael Ponders and K. Welker.

A Protest Filed. 
Chicago, May 25.— A formal protest 
against the taxation of legaciea to 
charitable, educational and * religious 

Institutions was made to congress by 
the Methodist Episcopal general con- 
ference. The protest, which was in the 
form of a petition introduced by W. J. 
Welch of the Wyoming conference, 
characterizes such taxation as "con- 
trary to public policy, and to the aim 
and spirit of our national Institutions, 
as practically taxing directly tbe insti- 
totlona which do most to aid goTem 
ment and benefit our people, and is 
in effect taking money dedicated to 
public uses." Previous to tbe reading 
of nominationst tbe conference refuse^ 
to reverse the action of tbe Colorado 
conference In the case of .T. F. Pass 
more, at one time a prominent clergy- 
man, who was expelled from the 
church and deposed from the ministry, 
charged with making bitter attacks on 
ministers and bishops of the church. 

Work of Prcsbyterlaos. 
St Louis, May 25.— At the forenoon 

session of tbe Presbyterian general as- 
sembly the Peoria overture was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 257 to 229. The com- 
missioners expressed general satisfac- 
tion concerning the amount of import- 
ant measures passed upon by the as- 
sembly and the results attained, espe- 
cially the peaceful solution of the Mc- 
Oiffert case, generally conceded wise 
disposal of creed revision and the com ' 
plicated and voluminous Warzawlek 
ease, which had been before tlio church 
courts three years. Philadelphia was 
selected for the meeting place of the 
assembly in 1001.

GENERAL SURVEY OP WAR SITUATION 



Another Advance of the Troopt Under 
Lord Roberts Along the Kail* 
road Toward Pretoria Is 
Reported From London. 



London, May 23. — Another advance 
along tbe railroad toward Pretoria has 
brought Lord Roberts' troops to Vrede- 
fort road, a few miles north of Pros- 
pect, whore they arrived at noon. 

In the meanwhile, General Metbuen 
is progressing along the .southern bank 
of the Vaal river, with the object prin- 
cipally of making a dash at Clerksdorp 
when he arrives (vposlte that railroad 
terminus. 

General Hiitton's column Is appar- 
ently in the neighborhood of Vrede- 
fort. H miles west of the railroad, 
whence It threatens the Federal's right 
flank. 

The next l oniilo of days ought to set- 
tle Whether Lord Roberts will encoun- 
ter SMious opposition south of the 

Vaal, but the best opinion bolievos the 
next big engagement will be fought 
just south of Johannesburg, and that 
the figbt there, and possibly one at 
Lalngs Nek will prove tbe last pitched 
battles of the war. 

The latest indications almo.st point 
to the latter being the more stubborn 
of the two. It is hoped here that Gen- 
eral Buller will delay until Lord Rob- 
erts Is able to detach a force to seize 
Heidelberg and several railroad com- 
munications between Johannesbnrg 
and Lalngs Nek. 



Hunter at Vryburg. 
Warrenton, May 16.— Operations 

have been pushed forward 80 miles, 
one of General Hunter's brigades hav- 
ing occupied Vryburg. Considering tbe 
difficulties of the roads, this is a re- 
markable aeblereraent from a mined 
force, short of rations, making fOrced 
marches. Water is scarce. Some por- 
tions of the brigade covered IS miles 
without a break. General Hunter per- 
sonally went to Vryburg by train. 

Strike at St. Louis. 
St Louis, May 26.— Twenty-two lines 
of 8t. Louis Tranait company were in 
operation, but the number was InsuSl ■ 
clent to accommodate tbe thousands 
who still have to depend on vehicles 
and bicycles, or walk to work. There 
Is a possibility that the Suburban line, 
whose employes are becoming impa- 
tient over the alleged failure of the 
management to return discharged men 
to work, will again be tied up. There 
is some doubt that the ears of the St. 
Louis Transit company will be In oper- 
ation Saturday, owing to the fact that 
the Democratic primaries will be held 
on that day and the police will be re- 
quired at the polls. At 6 a. m. an at> 
tempt was made by somebody un- 
known to blow up a car on the Spauld- 
ing avenue line of the St. Louis Transit 
company. The wheels of the first car 
out struck something that exploded 
with a loud noise and lifted the car two 
or three feet Into t'.e air. While the 
explosion .';tartle(l r.-sidentJi for blocks 
around the vicinity, no damage waa 
done and nobody was Injursd. 

Laid on the Table. 
Washington, May 25.— Senator Car- 
ter of Montana presented the eertlfloate 
of Governor Smith appointing Hon. 
Martin Maglnnis senator, to fill the va- 
cancy o<.('aaione(l by the resignation of 
Senator Clark, and to which Mr. Clark 
bad also been appolntad by Lieutenant 
Governor Spriggs. In the ahamce of the 
governor. Tbe certificate was In prac- 
tically the same words as Acting Gov- 
ernor Spriggp' certificate appointing 
Mr. Clark to suoceed himself. In ac- 
cordance with a request made by Sen- 
ator Carter the certificate was laid 
upon the table. As soon as the dispo* 
siUon was made. Senator Chandler pre- 
sented a resolution providing for the 
reference of the credentials of tbe rival 
senatorial claimants to the committee 
on privileges and elections. Thia noo-

WAaaiNOTON, D. C, May 2.1 —The ad- 
ministration apologists had a hard time 
of it in the.Senate to^ay. Mr. Piatt, of 

Conneeticut, tried to clear the skirts of 

the Praaident of responsibility for the 
frauds nnaarthad in Onhtu Ineldentally 

Mr. Piatt tried to stave off a Congres- 
sional investigation as called for by the 
resolution of Mr. Bacon (Georgia) on the 
plea that the ends of justice would be 
defeated by int«-iference with the Gov- 
ernment machinery now in motion. 

Mr. Spooner resumed his proposed ad- 
ministration speech on the Philippines. 
He incidentally referred to Cuba, and 
that gave Mr. Hale, of Maine, an opeu- 
ing. A debate iollowad of giait import 
and fraught with laagnaga of Uia 
pary sort. 

Mr. Hale interrupted Mr. Spooner to 
say that in view of what happened in 
Cuba it would have been better had we 
abandoned it. 

"Does the Senator think," inqaired Mr. 
Spooner, "in the case I have put we 
should have abandoned Cuba?" 

"I think it would have bean the best 
thing in the world for ns if we had done 
it," replied Mr. Hale. "I think if it were 
found that the population in Cuba were 
as hostile to us as it had bean to l^Ndn 
we should have abandoned it and been 
glad to get rid of it." 

"Well," replied Mr. Spooner, "that is a 
matter of opinion. In the case I have 
put I believe we should have taken Cuba 
and held it, giving to tbe people of Cuba 
what they never had had iu the world, 
individnal liberty and good government." 

Mr. Hale: "The Senator has more 
confidence than I have in the experiment 
wa are trying to-day of teaching the 
people of Cuba honesty and good goV' 
ernment I thing we would have been 
better off if wa had not taught the Cubans 
the If sson that has baan taught in the 
last few months." 
Mr. Spooner: "What lassonr* 
Mr. Hale: "The lesson of fraud, pecu- 
lation, cheating, appropriation of rev- 
enues, stealing, carnival in evarj direc- 
tion of corruption and fraud." 

Mr. Spooner (warmly): "It ia a little 
tiresome for me to be called upon on this 
side of the chamber to reply to a Demo- 
ocratic speech." 

Mr. Hale: "I am as good a Republi- 
can as the Senator from Wisconsin. I do 
not recognise any party obligations that 
compel me to consent to the proposition 
that every thing has gone right in Cuba." 
Mr. 8p6oner: "Nobody pretends it." 
Mr. Hale : "I do not think the experi- 
ment has been a failure. I would vote 
tomorrow to withdraw from Cuba and 
leave that people to establish and set up 
and maintain their own government. 
The time will come when Republicana 
will ha glad when we get out of this thing 
without worse things happening than are 
now." 

'What does tbe Senator mean?" de- 
manded Mr. Spooner, **wh«i he speaks 
in general terms of a oamival' of fraud 

and corruption?" 

"I mean the things disclosed. A bill 
of particulars has been filed already. It 
is not the administration at fault. It is 
a natural result. There never has been 
an instance of the setting up of a supreme 
governmedt in a colony or dependency 
that has not been attended with precise- 
ly the things that we luve seen in Cuba. 
Congress is as much at fault. The ad- 
ministration ib not at fault. The admin- 
istration has selected men who are be- 
lieved to be good man. Wa went into it 
with utter confidence, believing that it 
was an easy thing. I voted against the 
paaoa traa^b< causa I baUarad oolonial 
dependencies would result in precisely 
what has occurred. I am glad to see 
that the administration is trying to gotard 
t, but I do not want anyliody to say tliat 
It is an unexpected thing." 

Mr. Spoonar: **8o far as anything I 
said la oonoomed the Senator's observa- 
tion are, in the language of Shakespeare, 
bolt of nothing shot at nothing.' We 
went to war to free Cuba. Have we 
done Cabs and the Cubans no kindness 
by pouring out millions of our money 
and shedding tbe blood of our soldiers 
in order to drive Spanish tyranny for- 
ever from Ouba? Has tbe Senator any 
suspicion in his mind or.in his heart that 
the pledge made in the resolution passed 
by Congress as to the temporary charac- 
ter of our occupation in Ouba ia not to be 
kept?" 

Mr. Hale: "I have very grave suspi- 
cions. I think there are very powerful 
influences in this country, largely located 
in New York City, largely speculative 
and tx>nne/^ted with money' making en- 
terprises, that are determined that we 
shall never give up Ouba. I think that 
the tioM will never come unless some-
